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Alexander Cochrane 

Trustee of the Museum 1913-1919 

AT a meeting of the Board of Trustees of the Museum, held April 1 7, the President announced 
the death of Alexander Cochrane, and read the following minute prepared at the request of the 
Committee on the Museum : 

"The Trustees of the Museum of Fine Arts desire to place upon the records of this meeting their 
sense of the loss which the Museum has sustained through the death of Alexander Cochrane. 

" Mr. Cochrane was elected a Trustee of this Board January 16, 1913, and continued in office 
until his death, April 10, 1919. Upon his election he was appointed a member of the Committee of 
the Museum and a member of the Visiting Committee to the Department of Paintings, and in 1915 
was chosen a member of the Finance Committee. He held all these positions at his death. 

"In the discharge of these various activities Mr. Cochrane undertook rather to pass upon policies 
and actions than to originate them. To the deliberations on these many and varied matters he brought 
in a large degree the quality of wisdom. A man of high ideals, he felt that the Museum should be an 
institution of high ideals in its relation not only to the public, but to those who spend their lives in its 
service. A man of great business sagacity and deeply alive to the gravity of current deficits, he yet had 
the courage to urge the expenditure of the unrestricted endowment of the Museum in directions that he 
believed would prove of ultimate value. He manifested this attitude in many ways : for instance, in the 
purchase as occasion arose of a great work of art or in the decision to open the Museum free to the 
public at all times. In all these ways he took what may well be called the larger view, confident that 
the public would ultimately give the support necessary to a great and growing institution. Mr. Cochrane 
had other qualities only less important than those of wisdom and courage. A man of vigorous feelings, 
he brought to the deliberations a singular and unfailing modesty, courtesy and justice, and also a profound 
recognition that the final judgment should be that of the Board or of the Committee and not that of the 
individual. These qualities brought to him the respect and liking of every Trustee and the deep affection 
of those more intimately associated wath him — an affection of which he in his modesty was little conscious. 

"In his life Mr. Cochrane gave often and generously to the Museum, and at his death he 
bequeathed to it the portrait by Stuart of Governor James Sullivan and four other paintings to be selected 
by the Trustees from his collection. 

" The Trustees desire to express to the family of Mr. Cochrane their sincere appreciation of his life 
and their deep regret at his death." 

It was thereupon voted to adopt the minute as read.

THE Museum is a permanent public exhibition of original 
works of the art of Egypt, Greece, Rome, the Orient, 
and modern Europe and America, supplemented by re- 
productions of others. It is supported wholly by private gifts 
and managed by a Board of Trustees including representatives 
of Harvard University, the Boston Athenaeum, the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, the City and the State, acting 
through a numerous staff and with the cooperation of Visiting 
and Advisory Committees of citizens. Visitors, about 250,000 
annually. 

A public museum of art offers the whole people an un- 
failing source of delight and improvement. The preservation, 
enrichment, and interpretation of museum collections demand 
liberal financial support. They must be shown under secure 
and honorable conditions. Unless by gift, they can be in- 
creased only through the expenditure of large sums in purchase 
or exploration. Their care and exposition demand a staff 
of specialists. In the measure of its power of wise outlay a 
museum can both widen and deepen its beneficent influence. 
The legal title is ** Museum of Fine Arts." Names of 
givers are permanently attached to objects purchased with 
their gifts. 

Subscriptions to the Museum 

A subscription of ten dollars or upwards entitles the sub- 
scriber to an invitation to all general receptions arid private 
views held at the Museum during the year, with copies of the 
Annual Report and of the bi-monthly Bulletin of the Museum.

Hours of Admission 

The Museum is open every day in the year excepting 
the Fourth of July, Thanksgiving, and Christmas ; on week days 
from 9 to 5 (November 1 to March 1,9 to 4) ; Sundays, I 
to 6. Admission free to all. 



Library 

The Library of the Museum is on the main floor over the 
entrance hall. It contains about 25,000 volumes and about 
40,000 photographs. The library is open during Museum 
hours. All visitors to the Museum are welcome. No books 
can be removed from the Library, but teachers are permitted to 
borrow photographs for purposes of instruction on condition 
that they be returned within forty-eight hours.

Weekday Guidance. A Docent of the Museum will 
accompany visitors in the Galleries by appointment in 
advance, or (if available at the time) on application in the 
office of the Administration. Address the Supervisor of 
Elducational Work. 

Sunday Docent Service. Lectures and Conferences. (Sus- 
pended until October.) 

Department Offices 

Students and other interested persons desiring information 
about the various branches of art represented in the Museum 
collections, or wishing to see objects not on public exhibition, 
are invited to apply at the Department Offices. Inquire at the 
Catalogue desk for the officer in charge of the Department. 

Restaurant 

The Restaurant in the basement of the Japanese wing, 
reached by the corridor to the left from the main entrance, is 
open to visitors from noon until the closing hour. A hot 
lunch (from noon to 2 P. M.) daily, excepting Sunday. 

School of the Museum 

The School of the Museum gives instruction in drawing,paint- 
ing, modelling, and design, with supplementary courses in artistic 
anatomy and perspective. Scholarships and prizes are awarded 
annually, and diplomas are given to pupils who have satisfied 
the necessary conditions. The pupils, about two hundred and 
fifty in number, include many from other States. For information 
regarding the Departments of Drawing, Painting, and Model- 
ling, apply to Miss Alice F. Brooks, Manager ; for information 
regarding the Department of Design, to Huger Elliott, Director.
